A BRILLIANT AMERICAN MANEUVER 


ä AS WE pointed but yesterday, our troops 


on the right flank of the Norman 
front, after carrying through a swift ad- 
vance to the Atlantie across the Cotentin 
Peninsula, had to widen the strip of land 
which cut off two or three German divi 
sions in Cherbourg from their field armies 
in France. This widening was brilliantly 
executed and now the American positions 
are not only secure, but the situation per- 
mits our troops to launch an assault on 
Cherbourg itself. 


As for the Germans, they feel that 
Eisenhower has not shown all of his 
hand“ yet and therefore they dare not 


commit themselves fully in Normandy. 


The Allied advance in Italy ‘continues 
unchecked, except in the area of Perugia 
where the Germans obviously fear a veer- 
ing maneuver on the part of the Allies. 
Such a maneuver could be directed to- 
ward Fabriano and Ancona on the Ad- 
riatic and would be aimed at cutting off 
the enemy elements in the eastern pocket 
formed by the swift advance of the Allied 
left flank and the studied delay in the 
advance of the Allied right flank. Elba
